Cobblestones combined with cement 
an* iwetl extensively In the West for 
oil kinds of ornamental end itfllliurlun 
construction. From ornnmentnl uru* 
and corner markers to fonatlnUons. 
bandstand*. bridge*, i.art even such 
large structures ns two-story house*, 
churches, and even no observatory, 
may all be found In tldltfurnlii. built 
of the cobbles thnt urn removed lu 
clearing. 

The reuniting edlflcee nro of remark- 
ably artistic appearance. The econ- 
omy of this typo of building Is well 
shown by the fart tirit lu Hie citrus 
bdt near Lot AngeLts thousands of 
loos of cobblestones are dag up by 
the Hindu laborers and piled In great 
heaps between the grove*. These cob- 
ble p|lra are often lift non feet high 
and twenty feet broad, aud extend for 
many rods between, the cleared fluids. 
They arc literally cheaper than dirt. 

It Is but nutural Unit many of the 
best specimens id cotlbto const ruction 
are found In thut district. The round- 
ed stones merely i incumber the ground, 
nnd most owner* am willing to help 
pay for their rpiuuwU to a building 
site.

Is a splendid Mt 
of architecture.
